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Prison closing leads 
to calls for forum 


I-iast week’s confirmation by the Corrections Corporation of 
America that the Lee Adjustment Center (LAC) could close 
this July has left local leaders looking for ways to stop the 
bleeding. 

Both Beattyville Mayor John Smith and Lee County Judge/ 
Executive Steve Mays said on Tuesday that they want to hold a 
community forum to discuss the future, and to take ideas from 
anyone that could make the future brighter. Owsley County 
Judge/Executive Cale Turner, seeing the loss of jobs for 48 
Owsley Countians, wants such a forum to include people from 
all of the affected counties. He believes that Governor Steve 
Beshear along with Congressman Harold Rogers and Senators 
Mitch McConnell and Rand Paul should participate. 

“If you lose a bunch of jobs it’s going to be felt at Jack 
Gross’, Rose Brothers and Shell Mart,” Mays said. 

“It’s going to hit every business in town,” said Smith. “It’s 
going to be hard for small businesses. 

The City of Beattyville is also going to take a hit. 

Smith said the prison is a $200,000 a year customer for 
water, sewer and garbage service. 

“Also, there is no maintenance. They (the prison) do that 
themselves,” he said. “We just pump the water to their tank. 
Losing that good revenue stream is going to force us to look 
at our costs and labor.” 

Smith said the loss of 150 jobs is going to effect the fami¬ 
lies, the businesses, and “a domino effect” on the schools and 
other entities. 

When he first heard of the possible closing Smith said he 
contacted Congressman Rogers’ office, and that of Sen. Mc¬ 
Connell “looking for any assistance they can give.” 

The mayor said the warden at LAC told him that CCA would 
help the community with job fairs or any other way. 

Mays said the warden told him that the corporation is looking 
to relocate as many employees as possible within CCA. 

That, however, would mean people leaving the area causing 
a further impact on the economy. 

Mays said he was going to call state Sen. Robert Stivers this 
week to see if any help can be forthcoming 

“I’m going to talk with the mayor about having a community 
forum,” he said. 

Smith agreed that such a forum is needed. 

“I think it will take a community forum,” Turner told the 
Enterprise Tuesday. “The governor, or someone high in his of¬ 
fice should be there, and it shouldn’t be just politicians. We need 
bright, community-minded people involved. The ADD (Area 
Development District) board should be there, and people from 
Wolfe, Breathitt and all of the affected counties. This affects 
all of us. “We’re all one community.”

As was the case throughout the state, Will T. Scott came in 
a distant fourth. He collected only 49 votes in Lee County. 

A statewide re-canvass is to be held this Thursday, May 
28, to decide if Bevin has indeed defeated Comer. 

The winner will face Jack Conway, who easily won the 
Democratic primary over Geoffrey Young. The difference in 
Lee County was 161 for Conway and 42 for Young. 

Other Lee County totals were: Republic Attorney General 
- Michael T. Hogan 255 and Whitney H. Westerfield 195; 
State Treasurer - Kenneth C. Imes 155, Jon Larson 140 and 
Allison Ball 141; Commissioner of Agriculture - Richard 
Heath 309 and Ryan F. Quarles 146. 

Only 502, or 15.75 percent of registered Republicans in 
the county voted. 

On the Democratic side, the totals in the county were: 
Secretary of State - Allison Lundergan Grimes 137 and

Hospitals suffering financial hypochondria

Republicans seized on a 
new report by the Kentucky 
Hospital Association as proof 
that the Affordable Care Act 
is “bankrupting Kentucky 
hospitals,” as gubernato¬ 
rial candidate Hal Heiner’s 
campaign said, and is “bad 
for Kentucky, ... the middle 
class and ... our country,” 
as Senate Majority Leader 
Mitch McConnell put it. 

The Republican Gover¬ 
nors Association tweeted 
that the hospital associa¬ 
tion’s report also is “bad 
news” for presumptive 
Democratic gubernatori¬ 
al nominee Jack Conway. 

Politics aside, the white pa¬ 
per, “Code Blue: Many Ken¬ 
tucky Hospitals Struggling 
Financially Due to Health 
System Changes,” voices a 
universal human desire: More 
money, less accountability. 

The association im¬ 
plies that federal financial 
penalties aimed at reduc¬ 
ing harm to patients are 
too onerous for hospitals 
that care for Kentuckians. 

Based on consulting firm 
Dobson/DaVanzo’s analy¬ 
sis, the report presents data 
from before 2014, the turn¬ 
ing point when 500,000 
Kentuckians gained health 
coverage under the Afford¬ 
able Care Act. And it proj¬ 
ects $1 billion in losses for 
Kentucky hospitals by 2020. 

As for the present, little 
more than anecdotes are 
offered with no acknowledg¬ 
ment that some Kentucky 
hospitals are recording re¬ 
cord bottom lines and steep 
drops in uncompensated care. 

The Medicaid expansion 
made possible by the ACA 
pumped $506 million into 
Kentucky’s hospitals in 2014. 

The impact is evident when 
UK Healthcare’s 2013 and 
2014 first half results are 
compared. The 2014 period 


saw an 83 percent drop in 
non-paying inpatients, a 66 
percent drop in non-paying 
outpatients and a $60 million 
increase in Medicaid revenue. 

UK Healthcare’s annual net 
income through March is up 
$70 million over the same 
time last year. Not all of that 
increase is due to the Med¬ 
icaid expansion or kynect. 

No one expects the wind¬ 
fall to last, as part of the cost 
of the Medicaid expansion 
shifts onto Kentucky in 2017. 

But any Kentucky hospital 
now verging on bankruptcy 
had problems before the ACA. 

Here’s the important 
point: Slowing down spend¬ 
ing on hospital care is one 
of the best things we can 
do for the economy and our 
health. The United States 
spends the highest percent¬ 
age of its GDP on health 
care of any country but gets 
worse outcomes. Even by 
U.S. standards, Kentuckians 
overutilize hospital care. 

Getting too much or 
the wrong kind of care can 
be hazardous. Just ask the 
patients who underwent 
thousands of unnecessary 
heart procedures until the 
feds blew the whistle on St. 
Joseph-London last year. 

Funding models that 
push hospitals to become 
more quality conscious and 
efficient are good. KHA 
published a report last year 
by the same consultants 
detailing how Kentucky 
hospitals can adapt to the 
new demands, including 
keeping people healthier. 

Yes, rural hospitals are 
under pressure to reinvent 
themselves. Not all will 
survive. Others are forg¬ 
ing partnerships and figur¬ 
ing out how to better serve 
their communities’ needs. 

Kentucky has a long 
way to go to get healthy, 


but it’s on the right track. 

Other points to consider: 

□ One of the KHA’s suspect 
“anecdotal” findings is that 
as many as 20 percent of 
those covered by the Medic¬ 
aid expansion previously had 
commercial insurance. An 
individual’s annual income 
must be less than $16,000 to 
qualify for Medicaid. Some 
may have qualified after los¬ 
ing a job with health benefits 
or aging out of their parents’ 
plan. But it’s unlikely that 
1 in 5 individuals earning 
less than $16,000 would 
have had private insurance. 
That did not stop McConnell 
from repeating the claim on 
the Senate floor last week. 

□ KHA bemoans reduc¬ 
tions in hospital staffs 
without acknowledg¬ 
ing increases in overall 
health care employment. 

□ The projected $1 billion 
loss by 2020 is predicated 
on reductions in federal pay¬ 
ments for uncompensated 
care as more people gain 
insurance and become pay¬ 
ing patients. The payment 
reductions have twice been 
delayed and may be delayed 
again, though, as we said, 
slowing down hospital spend¬ 
ing would be a good thing. 

□ The report attributes al¬ 
most $1 billion in cuts to Ken¬ 
tucky hospitals over the next 
decade to federal sequestra¬ 
tion, something McConnell 
is in a prime position to fix. 

□ The KHA’s recommen¬ 
dations for cost savings by 
standardizing Medicaid bill¬ 
ing procedures are smart. 
The state should include 
them in new contracts with 
managed care companies. 

’’Code Blue,” signaling a 
patient needs resuscitation, 
is an unintentionally fit¬ 
ting title because the KHA’s 
credibility could use a little 
CPR. 


County’s way of doing business 
must change, and soon 


(Editor's Note: This article 
was written by local citizen 
Phyllis McCord who used 
open records requests to ob¬ 
tain the information. It has 
been edited for newspaper 
style and proofreading.) 

For sometime the Fiscal 
Court has paid private con¬ 
tractors a great deal of money 
to perform work the county 
does not have the manpower 
or equipment to do. 

A review of the records of 
payment made by the Fiscal 
Court over a 16-month pe¬ 
riod, January 2014 through 
April 2015, shows over 
$450,000 paid to private 
contractors. 

It was not possible to 
determine the exact dollar 
amount of payment, and in 
one case the dollar amount 
paid ($5,355*50), but not 
what the service was nor to 
whom payment was made. 
Bear in mind the material 
reviewed was not the actual 
bill from the contractor, but 
the record of payment made 
by the Fiscal Court to the 
individual or entity. 

The records contained 
some errors/omissions and 
more often very vague de¬ 
scriptions of work or service 
rendered. It would seem 
very difficult for the county 
magistrates to review and 
approve, with any degree of 
confidence, the business of 
the Fiscal Court if this is the

only record they receive. 

The majority of payment 
made to private contractors 
were in three primary catego¬ 
ries: (1) repair and/or main¬ 
tenance of county property, 
ie, courthouse, parks, etc. (2) 
private hauling, and (3) clean 
up of dumps. 

Tina Lucas, solid waste 
coordinator, indicated that 
the state views and in most 
cases approves dumpsites 
for grants that pay for the 
clean up. 

At this time, due in part 
to the payment records, it is 
unclear whether the grants 
cover all costs. 

Inmates are also used as 
labor at dumpsites at a very 
minimal cost to the county 
of transportation to the site 
and food. There is still some 
question as to the legality of 
using inmates at dumpsites 
on private property even if 
the landowner signs a waiver 
allowing inmates on the 
property. That question has 
been referred to Frankfort. 

The majority of payments 
made were to four private 
contractors. There were oth¬ 
ers, but these four billed and 
were paid the most. 

Most of the work they do 
for the county seems con¬ 
sistent with what they do in 
their own business. 

In a few areas the amount 
charged and paid seemed 
excessive for the work done. 
For example, $65 to change 


light bulbs. Again, some de¬ 
scriptions on the payment 
record were incomplete or 
very vague so it is possible 
there was more done. 

In last week’s Fiscal Court 
meeting, Pearl Spencer, the 
financial officer for the Fis¬ 
cal Court, indicated that 
the funding coming to the 
county is at the lowest level 
she could recall. That be¬ 
ing the case, it would seem 
more cost-effective and fis¬ 
cally responsible to move as 
much as possible away from 
private contractors and back 
to county employees. 

Private contractors charge 
$50 per hour plus a cost for 
using their equipment, or 
a flat fee depending on the 
job. 

County employees make 
an average of $8 to $10 an 
hour, and if equipped, can do 
much of the same work. 

In the past, county em¬ 
ployees cut trees from road¬ 
ways, hauled gravel, repaired 
culverts, did routine mainte¬ 
nance and more. 

It would require an in¬ 
crease in the number of em¬ 
ployees and a few pieces of 
equipment that could be 
leased till purchased. 

It is a fact the county is 
limited in funds due in part 
to the $1.6 million purchase 
of the Peoples Exchange 
Bank building and the steady 
and now drastic reduction in 
the funding coming into the

spray. 

While talking with Shouse, 
he said that Logsdon came up to 
him and screamed at him. 

Turner said he told Logs¬ 
don to scream all he wanted. 

He said when the local 
paper, The Booneville Senti¬ 
nel, printed a story about the 
incident, “It had a new twist 
on it.” 

“I’m sure he (McIntosh) 
needed to be arrested,” Turner 
said. “My belief is that once 
someone is arrested they need 
to be treated with humanity.” 

The newspaper said that 
Shouse told Turner to leave the 
courthouse. 

“If he did say for me to 
leave the courthouse I did not 
hear him,” Turner said. “I did 
leave, though, I went for a walk 
to calm myself down. 

He said he believed the 
newspaper article was written 
by someone in the sheriff’s 
office because no one from 
the newspaper ever contacted 
him. 

“I will freely submit to a 
polygraph (lie detector test) by 
the state police, and I challenge 
Deputy Fletcher or Sheriff 
Shouse to do the same. 

“I have the ultimate re¬ 
spect for law enforcement, but 
unfortunately law enforcement 
sometimes crosses the line,” 
Turner said. 

He added that he remem¬ 
bered the Kentucky Association 
of Counties (KACO) having to 
pay a $ 156,000 or $ 157,000 
claim against the sheriff’s of¬ 
fice for an incident in 2010 
involving excessive force in 
an arrest. 

He said Shouse has had 
some very good deputies over 
the years, but there have been 


Once again our Lee Coun¬ 
ty Rescue Squad Inc., found 
and rescued a lost person 
Sunday. 

A gentleman from Es- 
till County went missing 
Saturday night while out 
four-wheeling. Family called 
Estill County Rescue who on 
Sunday called Lee County for 
assistance. 

Waco (Madison County) 
was on scene as well as state 
police and a helicopter that 
flew over trying to locate the 
person. 

However, it was Lee Coun¬ 
ty Rescue Squad who after 
searching on foot for sev¬ 
eral miles found the missing 
man. He had wrecked his 
four-wheeler and had several 
injuries. 


some that have not been so 
good. 

Turner said that KACO had 
declined to bond Shouse at one 
point, and advised the county to 
check locally for bonding. 

“It wasn’t anything the 
sheriff did,” Turner said con¬ 
cerning the recent incident, “but 
you’re responsible for those that 
work under you.” 

The Enterprise called Sher¬ 
iff Shouse’s office Tuesday and 
was told that he was out. A mes¬ 
sage was left for him to call. 

Chief Logsdon was in the 
sheriff’s office at the time. 

He told the Enterprise that 
a warrant had been issued for 
McIntosh for alleged criminal 
mischief in the first degree and 
terroristic threatening in the 
third degree. 

Logsdon faxed a copy of 
the warrant that shows Teresa 
Preston (sister of McIntosh, ac¬ 
cording to Logsdon) said that 
on May 13 McIntosh committed 
the crimes by “Threatening the 
affiant and telling her that he 
would kill her. The defendant 
has done damages in excess of 
over $1000.00 to the affiant’s 
property (a building).” 

Logsdon said Shouse had 
brought McIntosh into his of¬ 
fice, but he ran out. 

Shouse went out one door 
of the courthouse in pursuit, 
and Logsdon went out another. 
While out there, he said he told 
Fletcher that McIntosh had ran 
out. 

He said workers in the 
county clerk’s office saw McIn¬ 
tosh near the Methodist church 
across the street. 

As he was being brought 
back into the courthouse McIn¬ 
tosh “continued to resist arrest,” 
Logsdon said. 


were called and Lee County 
Rescue members stayed with 
the injured man until Estill 
EMS stabilized him, and he 
was flown out to a hospital 
for treatment.

That continued, he said, 
even after the defendant was in 
the sheriff’s office. 

“He (McIntosh) was ex¬ 
tremely aggressive,” Logsdon 
said. 

The three officers had 
to restrain McIntosh when he 
tried again to run out of the 
office, and Fletcher sprayed 
him. 

Logsdon said some of 
the spray got into the sheriff’s 
eyes and some went down his 
(Logsdon’s) throat. 

It was then, he said, that 
Judge/Executive Turner said 
that McIntosh did not need to 
be arrested, but needed to be in 
a mental institution. 

“We had words,” he 
said of his confrontation with 
Turner. He said that Turner 
used cuss words. 

In his opinion Logsdon 
said that McIntosh was not 
mistreated. 

“They (Shouse and 
Fletcher) did everything by 
the book,” he said, and added 
that as Shouse was bringing 
McIntosh back into the build¬ 
ing he even stopped to pick up 
the defendant’s hat. 

Booneville Sentinel Gen¬ 
eral Manager Teresa Barrett 
called the Enterprise Tuesday 
to say that Turner was wrong, 
no one in the sheriff’s office 
had written the article, but that 
she did. She said she observed 
the security tapes and talked 
with witnesses. Barrett said 
Turner was out of the office so 
she could not contact him. 

Turner said he was in the 
office most of that week. 

Barrett said that Shouse 
had contacted her, and said he 
did not want to talk about the 
issue with the Enterprise.
